At the 
last Birmingbam Festival he sang, according to the testimony of all 
parties, competent or incompetent to judge, most moegnificently, 
apd all the newspapers, rural and metropolitan, were loud and ve- 
hement in his praise, This will do him good when he bas ‘‘ crossed 
the herring-pond,” and if he retain his bealtb, and continue only a 
year in the United States, we will venture to predict that he will 
return to bis native country some thousands, perhaps mapy thou- 
sands, richer than when he leftit. Itis a singular experiment for 
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a man at Braham’s time of life to make, for he has now beea a 
singer for nearty fifty-three years, but his constitution seems ss 
strong as bis voice, and there never was a man who carried his age 
so vigorously.—Sunday Paper.
